Cecilia Cooney, 20-year-old. ‘bobbed- 
haired bandit,’’ learned yesterday the 
price she must pay for the brief no- 
toriety anda little more than $1,000 in 
“easy money” she and her husband 
gained from their series of --hold-ups 
which terrorized Brooklyn shopkeepers 
for months. 

The girl wag sentenced by Judge 
George W. Martin in the Kings. County 
Court to serve from ten to twenty years 
in Auburn Prison fof assault. and rob- 
bery. Her husband, who worked in an 
automobile: welder’s shop by day and 
was her “tall companion’’ in criminal 
adventures at night, was sentenced to 
serve the same period in Sing -Sing. 
They had asked to be sent to the same 
prison, 

Cecilia, will: start for Auburn on Friday 
or Saturday. A keeper and a matron 
will leave Auburn today Or tomorrow 
to get- her. Cooney will not’ be sent to 
Sing Sing until after his wife goes to 
Auburn. Both are now in\the Raymond 
Street, Jail, Brooklyn. 

If the’ couple conduct themselves well 
in prison and become eligible to ‘time 
off” for good behavior, ‘they will ‘be 
allowed to apply for parole in about |:

forced toi sleep on cellar coal © piles. 
Cecilia, the report said, Was sent to the 
Children’s Society at the age of 4, and 
stayed there for four years. An aunt in 
Brooklyn took cate of her for séveral 
years ‘until she was 14. ‘She went to 
work when she was. 16, and from then 
until her criminal career began. her life, 
according to the report,-was a record of 
hard work, but also of late hours, petty 
thefts and ‘‘running around’’ with men. 

In a corrigor outside the’) courtroom, 
before she was led in) for sentence, Ce- 
cilia wrote the following note in pencil 
on a small.piece of paper, and sent it 
to Judge Martin: 

“To those girls who think they ‘would 
like to see their names in the paper as 
‘mine has been, or think they would like 
to do what I have done, let me say: 
‘Don’t try to do it; you don’t know 
what you suffer. While I smile, my 
heart is breaking in me.’ 

“CECILIA’ COONEY.”

WASHINGTON, May 6.—C. W, Mid- 
dlekauff, assistant to the Attorney Gen- 
eral and now stationed at Chicago, ap- 
peared today before the. special Senate 
committee investigating the Department 
of Justice and declaréd that, former 
Judge Kenesaw M. Landis ‘‘made state- 
ments which I claim are untruthful and 
unwarranted and misleading” in regard 
to the recommendation which Mr. Mid- 
dlekauff made for a commutation of the 
sentence of Phillip Grossman,-@ eee 
saloonkeeper. 

Judge ‘Landis had stated that six or 
more witnesses testified in proceedings 
before him in November, 1920, that they 
had bought liquor at the place run by 
Mr. Grossman. The Department of Jus- 
tice records covering the commutation of 
sentence, which was granted by Preai- 
dent Coolidge in December, 1923, placed 
Mr. Middlekauff in the position of hav- 
ing stated that there were only two wit- 
nesses, and that their testimony ‘had 
been discredited, 

There was a sharp clash between Mr. 
Middleka and Senator Wheeler when 
the latter sought to establish that the 
testimony of Judge Landis represented 
the real facts in the case, and that Mr. 
Middlekauff had been actuated by. polit- 
ical motives

the Chicago papers are correctly credit- 
ing him, that the misleadi un- 
truthful statements of’ Mr. Wiadickaurt 
\ eee for. the Pip Grossman 
pardon 

“IT desire to say «that there. were no 
untruthful statements made by me that 
have. ever--been discussed before this 
committee or at any place else with 
reference to the Grossman pardon.’’ 

“Judge Landis says it was a matter.

“TAXICAB STRIKE STILL ON. 


Many Owners Grant Demands, but 
Some Drivers Are Still Out. 

Chauffeurs employed by the Mogul 
Checker Cab Corporation went on strike 
yesterday morning in an effort to en- 
force thei, demand for a continuance of 
the payment of 40 per cent. of the earn- 
ings of their cars. Many of the owners 
of the 2,300 cabs in the corporation met 
the demand of the drivers, but protested 
that the chauffeurs had promised to

MERCURY WILL CROSS SUN. 


Phenomenon Will Be Visible With 
Telescope Thies Afternoon. 
“ 
WILLIAMS BAY, Wis., May. 6.(Asso- 
elated Press).—The planet Mercury will 
pass slowly over the sun tomorrow af- 
ternoon, appearing as a small black dot 
on its brilliant surface when viewed 
with a telescope, but invisible to ‘the 
naked eye, Edwin B. Frost, Director of 
Yerkes Observatory ort has announced. 
Since 1610 Mercu as. crossed the 
gun forty times. Tomorrow the planet 
will be 51,880,000 miles from the earth 
and its angular diameter projected upon 
the sun will be 1-160th that of the sun. 
At 42.6 minutes after 3 o’clock, Cen- 
tral time, the edge of the planet will 
touch the northeastern edge at a point 
58 degrees from the north point of the 
sun's “disk. It will occur within the 
same minute for the whole country, but

In reviving ‘“‘The Emperor Jones’’ for 
half a dozen performances at the Prov- 
incetown Playhouse, the directors there-

audience—if that generic word may be 
stretched to include Macdougal Street. 

The results amply justified the effort, 
for Mr. Robeson gave a ae hcg and 
frequently exciting performance in 
réle ot the negro Pullman porter who 
flies panicstricken thrvugh a West In- 
‘dian wood. 

It is, to be sure, a great réle, and Mr. 
Robeson’s triumph in it last — fol- 
lowing. Charles S. Gilpin’s striking per- 
formance of the part, cannot but lead to 
fleeting suspicions that it is the’ play 
rather than _ the player that so holds an 
audiencé. This doubtless unjust suspi- 
cion may have been inspired by the re- 
sults of Mr. Gilpin’s recent experiment 
as chief player of the negro cast of 
“Roseanne.”

A precedent for the Republican 
tempters’in the Senate was furnished 
by the final action on the revenue 
bill in the House. At the last moment 
La FouteTts broke up the alliance 
between his followers and the Demo- 
crats—the same alliance that upset on 
a preliminary vote the Republican ma- 
jority in the Sendte—so that the sacred 
band of Progressives. joined meekly in 
voting for the Longworth compromise 
of a 37% per cent. surtax. . That rate 
might be driven still lower in the Sen- 
ate by artful; biddine to the insurgents. 
If they can bear away the prize of a 
governmental subsidy to the farmer, 
they may be able to make up their 
mind to let the wealthy man get oft 
with less than a 50 per cent. surtax— 
especially as he does not pay it.

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A NOTABLE PRISON REFORM. 

The Legislature approved the prison 
reorganization plan urged by Governor 
'Smrrg in his annual message:, In 
signing the bill he said that it is the 
most progressive step in prison légis- 
lation ever taken’ in this. State. It 
comes as a result of the exhaustive 
study and labor of a Prison Survey 
of which ApoLPH LEw- 
ISOHN was Chairman, appointed by 
Governor SMITH back in 1919. Mr. 
LEWISOHN personally met the expense 
of this inauiry. 

The outstanding feature of the new 
law is that it provides for a modern 
industrial system in prisons under as 
competent a Superintendent as private 
industries demand.’ The prisoners are 
to be paid a reasonable wage, based 
upon what they actually co, and their 
parole is to be determined in some de- 
gree by their work record. This is 
beginning’ again where a beginning” 
was made on a smaller scale just a 
hundred years ago and where,. some 
time later, for want of the employ- 
ment of sound industrial methods and 
becatise of hampering laws, the ex- 
periment left off. It is following, as 
the author of the bill reminds us, the 
specific recommendations of a Warden 
‘of the Tombs, made just fifty years 
<p ee 

‘Let the prisoner ‘share in his earn- 

‘ings, and Jet the percentage of his 
earnings increase at every stage of 
advance; make the rules of conduct 
so stringent that it will cost great ef- 
fort to gain all the credit marks. In- 
troduce, many of the most useful 
trades, let the prisoner have his choice 
to learn; take time to eradicate all 
- bad habits. 

The provisions of the act which Gov- 
‘erner Smitxu signed last week make it 
possible to offer an incentive to each 
prisoner to work hard and to conduct 
himself properly so that he may be 
the earlier paroled. Beyond this is the 
acquisition of e honest means of 
support when he does go out. That 
the act carries with it the burden of 
two unnecessary officials, ~ kept’ for 
partisan reasons, does not detract from 
its chief merit. Governor SMITH de- 
serves great credit for this “‘achieve-/ 
ment, but the public should remember 
that it would not have been possible 
except for the thorough work of a 
committee directed and supported by 
a public-spirited private citizen.

- It seems to have-been assumed that 
the city has the power to levy such 
assessment because the Legislature has 
passed an act purporting to give such 
power, The idea that the city may build, 
own and operate a public utility from 
‘which it (will derive a revenue and 
charge the cost thereof to owners of 
property within the area served by the: 
subway instead of paying for it by a 
bond issue or a general taxation as 
heretofore injects a novel element in 
municipal financing. 

The law giving the city power to as- 
sess such expense is Chapter 888 of the 
Laws of 1911, as amended by Chapter 
545 of the Laws of 1915. Section 3 of 
Chapter 88§ of the Laws of 1911 particu- 
larly deals with the subject, part of it 
Being as follows: 

“A rapid transit railroad owned or to 
bé owned bythe city and for construc- 
tion of which with public money in 
‘whote or in part a contract or contracts 
have been or are authorized by this 
act to be entered into as aforesaid shall 
be a local improvement, the cost of 
which may be met in whole or in part 
by assessment on the propert} bene- 
fited.’’ 

Section 5 of the same act states that 
the Board of Assegsors, after the Board | 
of Estimate and Apportionment has cer- 
tified to it the amount of such costs and 
expense, “‘shall thereupon proceed forth- 
with to levy and assess such amount or 
amounts upon the real property within 
the district or districts benefited thereby 
in proportion to the amount of such 
benefit, and shall not be limited in the 
levying of such assessment or assess- 
ments to one-half of the fair value of 
any house or lot or improved or unim- 
proved land.”’ 


signed to avoid the effect of Section 980 
of the Greater New York Charter, which 
states that the Commissioner of Assess- 
ment shall in no case assess any house, 
lot, improved or unimproved land (for 
the cost of a local fmprovement) for 
more than one-half of the value of such 
house, lot, improved or unimproved land 
as valued by him. The act further pro- 
yides that the assessment may be paid 
in instalments running over ‘ten’ years. 

The three elements which must concur 
to make an assessment for a local im- 
provement valid are: (1) It must be pub- 
lic;. (2) it. must specifically benefit the 

property of the district which is being 
assessed for it beyond the general bene- 
fit-which accrues to the city at large; 
and (3) the amount assessed must not 
exceed the benefit derived, 
-equally valid element may be added in 
that the local improvement must be one 
from which the city doés: not derive a 
revenue. The courts have held that the 
city has a two-fold character—govern- 
mental and business. When it creates a 
utility from which it derives a revenue 
it acts in its business capacity and is 
subject to the ‘usual rules which govern 
business enterprises. In the building of 
a subway from which it derives a rev- 
enue the courts have held that it acts in 
its business capacity. It does likewise in 
the creation of a water system, for which 
it charges the consumer for the water 
used. ..It does not assess the property 
owner for the cost of reservoirs, water 
mains or service pipes; that is all part 
of the cost of equipment for doing the 
-business of collecting and distributing 
water. 

In the case of a canine the rider is 
charged a fare which is supposed to rep- 
resent a fair return for the cost of 
equipping and operating the road. 

If all the property owners’ within the 
area. of assessment agreed to the as- 
sessment, there would be no one to ob- 
ject, but it is hardly” possible that all 
‘the property owners would or could con- 
sent. Infants, incompetents, executors 
or trustees could not consent. 

Perhaps it would be well to have the 
question decided before spending on the 
utility in the expectation that it will be 
paid for by assessment.

Declares It Improbable That Man 
Ever InJured Resistant Germ 
Celis With Alcohol. 


Interesting’ developments have been 
brought to light by. the later. stages of 
Dr. Charles R. Stockard’s fourteen 
years’ experimentation. with the off- 
spring of alcoholic guinea-pigs. 

These experiments have ‘been con- 
ducted since 1910 at the Cornell Uni- 
versity Medical School, First .Avenue 
and Twenty-eighth Street. The results 
tend to the conclusion that alcohol is 
a definite factor in eliminating racial 
degeneracy in the breed of-guinea-pigs. 
The early stages of: the experiment, 
were characterized: by an. abnormally 


. |high_ prenatal..and post-natal mortality. 


The fourth generation, however, pro- 
‘duced’a breed superior in many ways to: 
‘the normal animal. It should be men- 
tioned here that the alcohol was inhaled 
in. the form of fumes administered in a 
specially constructed’ tank. 

‘It is highly improbable that human 
beings have ever injured or eliminated 
their normal resistant’ germ cells with 
alcohol. -Alcohol probably has elimi- 
nated some of the bad.” 

This is the conclusion reached by Dr. 
Stockard, in an article on the subject 
in The American Journal of the Medical 
Sciences. His article, of course, does 
not apply perfectly to the social as- 
pects oF the drink probien. 5 

The general truth of Dr.. Stockard’s 
immediate deductions are said to be cor- 
roborated by experiments qn chickens at 
Johns Hopkins by Dr.’ Raymond Pearl. 
It -was lTearned yesterday at Cornell 
Medical College from authorities familiar 
with Dr. Stockard’s experiments. that 
studies were being made of the effect of 
alcohol on the organs of guinea-pigs, and 
that among other data now ascertained 
twas the fact that cirrhosis of the liver, 
long ascribed to alcoholism, was as com- 
mon in non-alcoholics. 


Made Many Experiments. 


Dr, Stockard’s experiments have been 
well knéwn in the medical world for 
the last decade, and from time to time 
accounts of their progress have been 
published in the various medical jour- 
nals. After careful scientific analysis 
of the effects of ancestral alcoholism 
on guinea-pigs, selected for their or- 
ganic affinity to humans, it has been 
ascertained that in four generations a 
group of superior animals is obtained. 

The fourth generation is stronger, big- 
ger, hardier and -better in every way 
when descended from alcoholics than are 
normal guinea -pigs. Weak cells are 
gradually eliminated, particularly by 
parental and early post-natal deaths, 
shown by the reduced birth rate, high 
infant mortality, etc: 

- Medical college authorities cited with 
much amusement the fact that prohibi- 
tion pamphlets had in the past cited the 


rStockhart researches, so far.as they re- 


lated to the first-generation, as proof of 
the racial injuries wrought by alcohol, 
without being aware of the conclusions 
to which these statistics would lead. 
The ‘test to which-the animals were 
subjected is a severe one. - The alcohol 
was, inhaled, not taken internally, in 
order to avoid possible digestive dis- 
orders and; malnutrition which> might 
have. vitiated purely scientific findings. 
The members of the parent, or alcoholic, 
generation were intoxicated six days a 
week, the Sabbath alone excepted. The 
enomena of intoxication were strik- 
gly similar to\.those observable in 
humans. Different pigs showed widely 
varying alcoholic capacities. Normally 
docile and unenterprising, at the first 
whiff of the fumes they s:6wed an im- 
mediate alertness. Shortly afterward 
they would begin to run around in cir- 
cles, squeaking and fighting each other 
with courage and tenacity. After this 
they became unsteady, drowsy and 
finally collapsed in drunken slumber. 


Severe Alcoholic Tests. 


This treatment was continued through 
adolescence, maturity and old age. It 
was as though a man should get dead 
drunk six days a week from the age of 
14 to 70. The, article observes, ‘‘Cer- 
tainly human beings rarely lead go alco- 
holic an existence.’’’ The alcoholic stock 


were all remarkably long-lived, one 
sented pig living to the record age of 


ears, 
he pigs were: bred in varying ways: 
alcoholic boars to normal sows and vice 
versa, and the records compared with 
the ng ro of normal guinea pigs. 

“The fourth generation Animals de- 
scended from alcoholic great-great 
grandparents,” Dr. Stockard says, 
‘have a mortality of only 13.5 per cent. 
against the control -21 Hag: cent., or only 
64 against the norm 100. Here, al- 
though the numbers are small, the pre- 
natal eens! is reduced to only a 
little over one-half the post-natal. Phis 
is a completely reversed reaction. from 
that shown among the earl alcoholic 

enerations, and is actually ‘better than 
the normal i-to-1 ratio. All of tae 
weak and altered germs cells have now 
been liminated from the lines and a 
group of superior animals are obtained, 
which average well above the contrél. 
The alcohol acted to eliminate weakness 
in the stock, but d not lower the 
quality of the ‘good.’’ ; 

Dr. Stockard does not attempt to push 
his‘ conclusions ‘beyond the field of. 
guinea pigs. But the pertinently ob- 
serves: ‘‘Has the use of alcohol’ during 
past generations actually injured the 
physical or mental quality of the pres-. 
ent generations? Or, has its use ac- 
tually benefited or improved the qual- 
ity of the present generations in this 
country? These are fundamental ques- 
tions and are not to be answered in 
the realm of religion, politics, senti- 
mentalism or prejudice. They are sci- 
entific questions and are to be an- 
swered only by careful investigation.” 

In conclusion he, points out that 
“those natio of nlen that have used 
the stronges alcoho beverages 
through many generations have now 
from a standpoint of performance 
modern accomplishments, outstripped 
the other nations with less alcoholism 
in their history. This may be due to 
some such selective effects as those re- 
corded.” He refrains from fiirther com- 
ment as unscien
